New Icebreaker for Russia 


Will Aid in Keeping Open Russia’s 
Winter Port 


Canada has sold her new giant ice- 
breaker, launched recently from the 
yards of the Canadian Vickers, Limit- 
ed, at Montreal, to the Russian gov- 
ernment 

The vessel will be completed dur- 
ing the coming fall and it is hoped 
will be delivered in time to aid ‘in 
the work of keeping open Russia’s 
winter port of Archangel. 

This is the third Canadian vessel 
of the same kind to be turned over 
by the government to the Czar’s em- 
pire. During the last two years the 
Minto and the Earl Grey have been 
similarly disposed of and have been 
sent across the seas’ to enter the 
service of Russia They have done 
effective work and in the expression 
of. the Russian government’s grati- 
tude for the transfer of the vessels 
it was emphasized that they have 
been paid. for their value many 
times, over in the facilities they have 
afforded for the landing of cargoes 
of munitions.

Establish Farmers’ Banks 


United States to Open Banks For the 
’ Benefit of Farmers 


The Hollis farm loan bill embodying 
the system of rural credits designed 
by the Wilson administration passed 
the United States senate by a largo 
majority a few days ago. 

By this bill a system of twelve or 
more land banks in as.many different 
parts of the union is established. Thus 
each bank has control of the loans ip 
that district and these banks them- 
selves are under control of a farm 


|loan board of five members, non-par 


|tisan. The secretary of the United 


of the board of five. 

Each land bank will have a capital 
This stock 
is to be offered to the publie and if 
}not subseribed for in a definite time 
will subseribed by the United States 
government. | The capital thus fur- 
nished will be supplied to farmers 
through co-operative farm loan asso- 
ciations made up of ten or more. farm- 
ers. ‘The local association would ob- 
tain its charter through the land bank 
of its district. 

Deserving farmers desirous of bor- 
rowing would take stock in the farm 
loan association up to 5 per cent. of 
his loan. 
take an equal amount of stock in the 
land bank, which would value the se- 
curity offered by the association whieh 
in turn looks after the farmers’ secur- 
ity. On martgages amounting to $50,- 
000° a bank might issue a like amouns 
of farm loan bonds which would be se- 
eured by all twelve land banks. 

This scheme is somewhat like the 
scheme of federal banks now in ex- 
istence in the United States. The 
great difference of course is that the 
system of federal banks is a superim- 
posed one, linking up a system of 
banks already thoroughly established, 
The farm loan system, however, has 
the groundwork to create

It 
is safer to water the horse before feed- 
ing grain. 

If the horse is very warm let him 
drink a few swallows and then hold 
his head up for a minute or two and 
thus coo] his stomach slowly. Try it 
yourself in -hot weather. You can 
drink a quart of cold water without 
injury if you but will take several min- 
utes for the first few swallows. 

When horses are brought in hot from 
their work they should first be given 
water cautiously and then fed hay and 
grain together, allowing them to exer- 
cise their own judgment in the selee- 
tion of their feed 

While waiting for them at the water- 
ing trough the time can be profitably 
used in removing the harness, at least 
the collar, and cooling the shoulders 
by washing in cold water. Removing 
the hot harness in a hot barn during 
the hot noon hour is a great relief te 
the horse and 1s really worth while.— 
Kansas Farmer 


Shoe on the Other Foot 

Germany has complained bitterly of 
the attempt of England to starve out 
her civil population in. order to bring 
the war to a close. This suggests a 
very pertinent question. Suppose that 
Germany, instead of Great Britain, 
had had command of the sea at the 
very beginning of the war. It has 
been stated many times that the home 
supply of Great Britain would not last 
over six weeks if her imports of food- 
| stuffs were stopped. Is there anybody 
so silly as to believe that Germany, 
|in ease she had had command of the 
sea, would not have cut off Great 
Britain’s supply of food instantly and 
entirely and brought her to her knees 
by starvation within two months after 
the institution of such a blockade? 

It must be, remembered, also, as to 
Germany's complaint (that the allies 
are trying to starve the civilian non- 
combatant population), that every 
bushel of American wheat going to 
Germany releases a bushel of German 
wheat to feed the army. Any importa- 
tion of foodstuffs into Germany for tha 
civil population is therefore an indi- 
rect way of supporting the German 
army.—From the New York Outlook,

H. R. Arnold appeared to answera charge

Mr. Morrow: As the defendant in this 
; case has entered a plea of guilty to the 
| charge laid against him, the court has no 

| option but to proceed in accordance with 
| the provisions of the Act. 

It rests with the court, however, to im- 
pose any fine that to it may seem fit, 
within the limits set under this law. We 

have no hesitation. in imposing upon the 
' defendant the minimum allowed. We do 
We feel that the 
| defendant is guilty of a technical breach 
of the Act under Section. 24, but we do 
' not feel that he is guilty of contravening 
| the general purpose and spirit of the law 
| as set out in Section 72,

Furthermore, the 
circumstances surrounding the search of 
his premises and the finding of the liquor 
seized, as reported to us by the constable, 
all tend to obviate any suspicion that the 
defendant is or has been in any way

| been engendered by the finding of liquor 
on the accused’s premises, we wish in so 
| far as possible to correct this impression, 
| Not only has there been no charge of 
, selling laid against Mr. Arnold, but more- 
overthere has notapparently been a vestage 
| of evidence which would support such a 
| charge. As before stated all the evidence 
}in the case tends absolutely to refute any 
suggestion of the sale of intoxicating 
liquor on the part of Mr. Arnold. 

A fine of $50 was imposed, 


At Crossfield, on Saturday afternoon, 
| before E. H, Morrow, J.P., and Capt. 
Wigle, J.P. Edgar Saunders was chraged 
with two offences against the Liquor Act. 
The first case gone into was a violation of

G. Meclvor was first witness 
called said, I first met accused at his house 
on March 5th,.6n that date I went to his 
| house with a search “warrant, and found 
and seized a quantity of liquor. Saunders 
told me I’‘had no’need to search he would 
_give me all he had, and gave me 4 gallon 
jugs, which were produced in court. A 
| witness was next called, he said he knew 
| Saunders. Asked when he saw him last. 
He said Saunders visited his place on a 
| date in February, the exact date he could 
| nit remember, He had some whiskey in 
|a bottle, my brother wasalso present, we 


¥) all had a drink or two of the whiskey. 


Asked how far he lived, a mile north 
and a mile east from Saunder’s place. 
He had had liquor at Saunder’s place on 
2 or 3 occasions. He never to'd ine where 
he got it from, Cross examinod by the 
accused’s solicitor he said he never had a 
great lot of whiskey, but knew the taste 
of it. He came to our place with the 
whiskey. It was in a quart bottle. My 
brother and I liye together on the place. 
He was 18 years of age last July, we are 
not accustomed to having liquor in our 
house, It would be about 6 o’clock p.m. 
when Saunders drove over to our place. 
1am on friendly terms with accused, I 
asked him to come over to assist me with 
the car. ‘ 


Another witness: I live with my brother 
2 miles from Saunders’ place, and have 
known him since about. last August or 
September. 1 went down east for a litule 
time, when I came back last February, | 
forget the exact date, Saunders came to 
our place, he had some whiskey with him 
it was in a quart bottle and labelled 
whiskey. We, my. brother and I, and 
Saunders had one or two drinks each. It 
would be about 5 o’clock when he came, 
he did not stay long, about half-an-hour, 


Cross examined; He was two years older 
than his brother. He knew the taste of 
whiskey from any other kind of liquor. 
The bottle was not full when Saunders 
brought it out, Asked if he felt any effects 
of the liquor, he said he felt a little in- 
toxicated after it. We never keep any on 
our place, he never hops any in to treat 
with. Saunders helped us to get our car 
up the hill. 


By Solicitor Lent: Did you ever get any 
liquor at Saunders’ place before or after 
this occasion? Yes, I have had a drink or 
two since. This ended the case, 


Mr. Morrow explained the law regard- 
ing this case, and reserved judgment 
until after the second charge, Which was 
then proceeded with, 


Saunders was next charged with violat- 
ing Section 36 of the Liquor Act. He 
pleaded not guilty, 

Mr. Melvor was the first witness in this 
case also, he said he visited the accused 
premainns on March 5th, and found the 
iquor produced in court. He searched 
the premises and found four gallons of 
of liquor, he told accused that was a large 
quantity of liquor for a man’s own use, 
and he said that some of the neighbors 
had clubbed together and sent for it. He 
sealed it immediately he got it from 
Saunders. Mr, Brian objected to this 
evidence, as it was not bearing on the 
ease, Mr. Lent explained it was the

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Review of C.P.R. 
Work for 1916 


Important Undertakings Marked the 
Activities of the Company 
During the Year 


The year 1916 has been an inter- 
esting one in the history of the Can-| 
adian Pacific Railway. It has been a 
year of progress even though the Do- 
minion is struggling in a great war. 
As compared with the previous year,

dian city. On the outside of the sta- 
tion building there is a pretty ground, 
which in the summer time, when 1: 
shrubs and flowers are abloom, will 
be a beautiful set-off to the stately 
edifice, 

On the occasion of the formal 
opening, the Mayor of Quebec referr- 
ed to the advancement of the city in 
glowing terms, and a tribute was paid 
to the interest which the C.P.R. took 
in the welfare of the country. At 
the banquet that was held on the vc- 
casion of thé opening, Mr. A. D. Mac- 
‘Tier, general manager of the eastern 
lines, presented a silver key bearing 
the coat of arms of the city of Que- 
bec to Mayor Lavigueur. While de- 
voting itself mainly to business, the 
C.P.R. does not forget the asistorical 
side of the Dominion, It is interest- 
ing to note that the large window 
over the main entrance which helps 
to light the ticket lobby contains the 
arms of the seven great men of Can- 
adian history, viz.: Montmagny, the 
first Governor of Canada, 1636-1647;

Never a year passes without some 
alterations being made to the varicus 
hotels constituting the long chain 
which stretches from coast to coast 
owned and ‘operated by the Canadian 
-acific. The comfort and conveni- 
ence of its patrons are ever in | the 
minds of the management, and it is 
these factors which dominate all im- 
provements. 

At the Lake Louise a new kitchen 
has been completed which is one of 
the finest on the continent. 

It is something like thirty years 
since the Canadian Pacific Railway 
built its first hotel in Vancouver. 
Since that time various extensions 
and alterations have been made cost- 
ing tremendous sums of money, and 
now the Hotel Vancouver stands one 
of the most magnificent hotels on the 
American - continent. During 1916 
work in the progress of the comple- 
tion of the building was continued, 
and is complete with the exception 
of the new dining room whith con- 
struction has to be postponed for the 
present. 

One of the most famous hotels in 
the world is the Banff Hotel, with 
its most picturesque surroundings in 
the heart of the Canadian Pacific 
Rocky Mountains, the delight of the 
tourist, Here the C.P.R. has built a 
new boiler house, and a “Helps Dor- 
mitory.” This was quite.a large work 
and a valuable acquisition to the 
statély hostelry. 

The decision of Lord Shaughnessy 
to provide, through the Department 
of Natural Resources of the C.P.R., 
farm homes for many of the returned 
soldiers, is a further proof of his de- 
sire that those who take part in the 
war will have recognition of their 
services. - This subject received much 
attention during the year. The ex- 
tent and magnitude of the work of 
preparing 1,000 farms will be realized 
when it is noted ‘that it involves: 
Building 1,000 houses, building 1,000 
barns, constructin 1,300 miles of 
fence, digging 1, wells, breaking 
and cultivating 50,000 acres, and the 
buildings will require about 20,000,000 
feet of lumber to erect. The prepara- 
tion of the farms will entail an ex- 
penditure of about $3,500,000. One 
thousand farms will, of course, pro- 
vide for an extremely small propor- 
tion of returned soldiers who will 
want to obtain farm homes, and the 
Dominion Government must adopt 
some general policy of providing 


these homes. 

Early in the year Lord Shaugh- 
nessy decided that Dominion-wide 
organization should be formed for 
scientific research in connection with 
Canada’s’ vast metal, hydro-electric 
and chemical resources, which would 
ultimately result in the practical ap- 
plication to industry of many minei- 
als heretofore neglected or exported 
to other countries, It was also the 
intention to utilize by-products in ex- 
isting industries and natural resou.- 
ces insufficiently exploited. The 
waste of straw in wheat fields, waste 
of ax fibres, waste in the forest and 
at the mill were to be reduced, and 
the loss converted into gain. 

During the year the C.P.R, pro- 
ceeded to mobilize the best brains in 
the country, and to utilize them in the 
manner which the President, and in- 
deed the country at large, dcems de- 
sirable. Arthur D, Little, Ltd, the 
Canadian branch of the well-known 
Boston ' organization of analytical 
chemists, have been commissicned 
to Re the idea into practical effect. 
A Dominion Charter was obtained 
and operations began in May. Since 
then research has made rapid pio- 

ress, and Mr, Little dnd his staff 
aad the co-operation of science pro- 
fessors and others in the Dominion: 
Besides the work done at the Re- 


train | 


‘search Bureau in Montreal a great 
deal has been done at the technical 
school attached to the C.P.R. shops 
at Trail, B.C., where a large chemical 
and metallurgical laboratory and 
hydro-electric equipment, equal to 
any on the continent, has for a con- 
siderable time been established. 

The C.P.R, has given more men to 
the army since the beginning of the 
war than any other concern in Can- 
ada, and large numbers of employces 
continue to join, The total number 
of the C.P.R, men enlisted is some- 
thing like 7,000, and the number of 
killed who have appeared on the hon- 
or roll is 170, the number of wound- 
ed 403. Early in the year Colonel F. 
S. Meighen, a director of the C.P.R, 
was made a Brigadier-General, an 
he is now doing invaluable work 
overseas.

A Mighty Comet Coming 


| “Comet B,”: 1916, Is a Visitor Soon 
Due to Pass Near the Sun 

| The world will soon witness a great 
heavenly phenomenon—a mighty co- 
met blazing forth night after night 
; With its tail sweeping an immense arc 
} through the’ heavens, a source of ter- 
ror to the superstitious and of intense 
interest to all, 

| We may see again, as we did when 
| Halley’s comet returned in 1910, 
| Chinese mobs trying to frighten away 

the uncanny visitor with “flaming 
torches and. savage races falling on 
their knees in gibbering prayer to the 
supposed deity. 
| We may even have absurd scares 
among usually well balanced people 
who believe the tail of the comet will 
sweep the surface of our” Mother 
Earth with devastating effect... The 
tenuous nature of all comets renders 
them a source of minor danger, as as- 
tronomers agree, and we have little 
to fear from the vast mass of nebi- 
lous material, even though enveloped 
in it. 

“Comet B 1916” is the name of the 
stranger. It is-so called because it was 
the second comet discovered _ this 
year. Professor Wolf, of Koenigs- 
tuhl, detected the rushing body’s 
faint picture on the photographic 
plate last April and proceeded to tele- 
graph the news to observatories all 
over the world with great joy. 

The statement that the new comet 
will be a monster rests principally on 
the fact that it was discovered whien 
fully 400,000,000 miles from the earth, 
just within the orbit of the great 
planet Jupiter. 

All comets increase greatly in ap- 
parent size and brilliancy as they ap- 
proach the sun. If such proves to be 
the case this time, “Comet B 1916” 
should make a great impression. 

It is useless to go out and look for 
the comet tonight, as it is now on the 
other side of the sun, whose greater 
luminance conceals it. Earth, sun and 
comet have just passed ‘conjunction, 
as the state is called when the three 
bodies are in line, 

From now on until May, however, 
conditions will become increasingly 
favorable for observation. In a vad 
months the comet should be visible 
to the naked eye in certain parts of 
the earth, 

At present the comet is approach- 
ing the earth at a rate of more than 
1,000,000 miles a day—but not in a 
direct line, :

Opening New Northland 


C.N.R. Developing Large Are . of 
Country North of Lake 
Superior 

A delusion which has been’ cultivat- 
ed assiduously since the days of Can- 
adian Confederation, is being . chal- 
lenged today by Canadian Northern 
Railway officials charged with the de- 
velopment of the areas traversed by 
th line of that company between 
Sudbury and Port Arthur, It is ex- 
pected that the operation now under 
way on behalf of the C.N.R. will re- 
sult in the production of a substantial 
local tonnage through that stretch of 
Canada, Active work has been under 
way since last July and, although set- 
tlement must, of necessity, be slow- 
er than on the plains to the west of 
Winnipeg, the prospect for the build- 
ing up of towns and traffic in what 
was untamed wilderness five years 
ago, is considered promising. 

Mr. D. B. Hanna, third vice-presi- 
dent of the road, in discussing — this 
new move, pointed out that three 
years ago—to be exact, New Year's 

ay, 1914—Sir William Mackenzis 
drove the last spike on the Sudbury- 
Port Arthur line. As the work of 
construction had been commenced in 
the late autumn of 1911, little more 
than two years had been required to 
span the 543 miles of hinterland lying 
back of the great inland sea by a new 
highway for commerce. Since then 
the problems and opportunities of 
that portion of the new north have 
been under consideration. The war, 
having caused the present decidedly 
keen demand for paper, has furnished 
a partial solution. In the country 
through which the new line runs there 
is sufficient of the raw material to sat- 
isfy even the hungry press of a met- 
ropolitan paper for more than two 
hundred years. As the land is clear- 
ed of the forests of spruce, and other 
timber, the expectation is that in- 
coming settlers will find more to 
please them in these sections of New 
Ontario than has been the case up to 
the present time. It is apparently 
the erat great step which has__ been 
taken to make the new line self-sup- 
orting from local traffic, quite apart 
rom its revenue value as a carrier for 
through business between the East 
and the West, z 

“The Canadian Northern,” said Mr. 
Hanna, “have arrivéd at the concl:- 
sion that the preliminary work must 
be confined largely to the working up 
of the natural riches in the mineral 
and timber-bearing Iands, and in con- 
junction with the provincial govern- 
ment to locate homes for seitlers iu 
the fertile agricultural lands, especial- 
ly near the new divisional points. 

aps. have been eprerared. iving all 
the information that is available, for 
the guidance of prospectors, as a p-e- 
liminary to the larger, and, of course, 
more exhaustive geological maps now 
being prepared. A careful inventory 
of the timber on each side of_the rail- 
way has been completed, The !and 
which may be classified as now open 
for farming, particularly in proximity 
to the towns in the making, is being 
surveyed; mining men are working 
over the mineral-bearing lands, and 
men are in lumber-camps in the val- 
leys of the rivers which will float the 
pulp wood to the mills at the strat- 
egic points. 

“We plan to purchase each year aii 
of the railway ties the settlers can 
produce along the Sudbury-Port Ar- 
thur line, continued Mr. Hanna, In 
addition, there is this new call for 
1,000 miles of railway to be construc- 
ted back of the Sghting. front in 
France and Flanders, hat would 
involve the cutting of some 3,000,C00 
ties and a large portion could be sup- 
plied from the territory served by the 
Canadian Northern Railway north of 
Lake Superior. This would probab- 
ly mean a total of several hundred 
thousand dollars expended by the 
company directly. In itself that com- 
rises a fairly large opportunity, Kut 
in addition we calculate that some 60,- 
000 cords of pulpwood will be cut 
each year along the line. Add to this 
the returns upon sawn lumber in con- 
nection with the logs out of which the 
ties are cut, and it will be seen that 
the cash distributed to the homemak- 
ers along the line each year, as a dir- 
ect result of Canadian Northern 
artivities should approach a very sub- 
stantial total. : 

“During the past four months a 
considerable plant has been developed 
at Foleyet, the first divisional poiut 
on the CNR. west of Sudbury, ‘There 
the company have erected a tie saw- 
mill and a pulpwood barking plant. 
The machinery and equipment’. a:e 
housed by two mill buildings each 30x 
120 feet, and two stories in height. 
Between these a structure 30x160 ft. 
contains an engine of 400 horse-pow- 
er. The pulp barking plant has a ten- 
hour Capacity of 150 cords and a car- 
load of settler’s wood can be custom- 
barked, entirely without hand labor, 
and conveyed into open rack cars fo. 
shipment within an hour. The slash- 
er-saw equipment which consists of 
nine saws, reduces into two-foot 
lengths the pulpwood from two rivers 
above, and the plant has been located 
just below the junction of the 
streams. 

“Garden farms of a few acres each 
are being laid out adjacent to the 
townsite ‘and the divisional~ point 
yards, There are two purposes in 
view. One is, that small -contractors 
and pbbere taking out lumber in the 
neighborhood will have sufficient land 
on which to grow the farm produce 
required for their camps in the dis- 
trict; the second is, to provide for 
homes far $36 settlers adjacent to the 
large cleared fire area of the iownsice 
and mill site, so that during the next

The Honey Crop 


The abundant yield of last season 
has set a number of people figuring 
on the actual amount of honey pro- 
duced in Ontario and Quebec. One 
optimistic culator takes it for 
granted that there are 10,000 bee- 
keepers in Ontario keeping an aver- 
age of 300,000 colonies, With this 
year's estimated average of 89.6 
pounds per colony, that would mean 
25,880,000 pounds of honey. He gocs 
on to say that it would take between 
eight and nine trains of 50 or 60 cars 
each to carry the crop if all were 
marketed, After making allowance 
fora great falling-off in the estimate, 
the fact is apparent that there was 
“some honey” produced in Ontario— 
no mistake about that. The maritime 
provinces produce geste a lot of hon- 
ey, and Quebec still more. The wes- 
tern provinces also produce quite a 
quantity—this zea the crop was good 
in parts -of titish Columbia and 
other western provinces as well.

Britain Builds 
Wonderful Bird 


New Airplane Can Travel 128 Miles 
Per Hour 


Details of the latest aerial devel- 
opments and the work of the Royal 
Flying Corps along the battlefront in 
France were given aig | by 
Flight-Lieut. Lloyd Faulkner, Royal 
Flying Corps, who was recently in- 
valided after being shot down neat 
Abele, in the Ypres salient. 

“The machines used on the battle- 
front are much in advance of any us- 
ed over here,” he said. “A new ma- 
chine, whose name may not be men- 
tioned, makes 138 miles an hour, This 
is the great surprise. It is only arriv- 
ing at the front now. It can ascend 
straight up without banking and has 
reached 15,000 feet in seven and a 
half minutes. This makes it the ideal 
machine for Zeppelin work, as it can 
get height quickly enough to catch 
the dirigibles. This unnamed mach- 
ine is the greatest fighting machine 
in the world, and will guarantee that 
we maintain the-supremacy of the 
air, so necessary in this war.” 

Lieut. Faulkner's home 
ronto, Canada, where he enlisted 
nearly two years ago, After receiv- 
ing his preliminary training at the 
{| Wright Aviation School in Dayton, 
‘Ohio, Lieut. Faulkner was sent to 
England about a year and a half ago. 

“There I was sent to the Central 
Flying School at Uphaven, on Salis- 
bury Plain,” he said, “and after five 
months’ hard work, flying every day, 
no matter what the weather, I receiv- 
ed my expert military pilot's certifi- 
cate and was sent to France. There 
I was sent to Abele, where the first, 
second and third Canadian divisioas 
were entrenched, ; 

“Once on the front I found that 
our work was divided into four 
classes, The first is the reconnais- 
sance, during which we sometimes 
flew from 100 to 150 miles back of 
the German trerches. 

“The second “important ‘use for 
airplanes is artiller observation 
work, First Lieut. Vernon Castle 
was doing this when I last saw him 
in the fall, and had been mentioned in 
dispatches for his excellent work. 
Before going, the pilot arranges his 
signals with his battery, he lets his 
gunners know where to fire. In con- 
nection with this, I learned that it 
takes a 15-inch howitzer shell, weigh- 
ing about a ton, forty-five seconds to 
travel 22,000 yards. I'd give the di- 
rections and signal, and forty-five 
seconds later the shell would land. 

“A third use to which we put our 
machines is night flying, which is 
mostly bomb work, The Germans, 
for some reason or‘other, do not fly 
at night. Our bombers travel in 
squadrons of 50 to 100. They start 
out in the dead of night, and fly very 
low, not more than 300 feet up. It is 
practically impossible to hit thei, 
and there are fewer casualties mong 
our men, This night bombing was- 
forced on us by the fact that the 
Germans move their troops and 
stores at night. We usually tried to 
destroy some railway junction or sta- 
tion, or a capes where ammunition 
was stored. Zeppelin sheds were also 
sought after. The Royal Flying 
Corps has done very efficient work in 
these night raids; engines have becn 
blown off the tracks, trains wrecked 


and much other devastation accom- 
plished.”

In part the equipment has been 
furnished by the Allies, yet a goodly 
portion is due to the Belgians them- 
selves, because they have established 
numerous factories, not only on. the 
remnant of Belgian soil still left to 
them, but also in France, These fac- 
tories not only supply the troops, 
but give employment to thousands 
of Belgian refugees. 

Thanks to the efficiency of their 
water barriers, the Belgians are not 
subject to German infantry attacks. 
They have to withstand only artillery 
firing — and they are now equipped 
to give adequate answer to this sort 
of combat. They have constructed 
dugouts and other shelters, and with 
their new equipment the army will 
be able to keep reasonably warm, 
dry and comfortable while manning 
the dykes along which their first- 
line defences run,

To their original field artillery. tle 
Belgians themselves were able to 
add a number of batteries froin Por- 
tuguese factories, and France and 
England have added all their types 
of heavy artillery. No small contribu- 
tion was also made to the Belgian 
artillery by the Germans themselves. 
When, as a last resource, in the fight- 
ing of 1914, the Belgiums opened the 
floodgates that inundated great por- 
tions of their soil, the Germans had 
to beat such a hasty retreat that they 
abandoned heavy and light artillery 

Since that time the perfection. of 
the Belgian “inundation defences” 
has made it possible for the army to 
let off sufficient of the water to per 
mit recovery of nearly all of this 
German artillery. It has been repair 
ed, and a great deal of it is now ef- 
fectively serving for the Belgians 

If the Allies have been generous in 
helping Belgium, the Belgian army 
has been likewise as generous to its 
fighting comrades, Since the “water 
barriers” prevented close contact 
with the enemy, Belgium turned over 
to Russia the famous armored auto 
mobiles which played such an impor 
tant part for Belgium in the early 
days of its war.

male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter-section of availabe Dom-. 
inion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta. Applicant must appear in_ 


-..| person at the Dominion Lands Agency or 


Sub-Agency for the district. Entry by~ 
proxy may be made at any Dominion 
Lands Agency (but not Sub-Agen¢éy), on 
certain conditions. 


Duties—Six months’ residence upon ~ 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A liomesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homes on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con- 
ditions, A habitable house is’ required 
except where residence is performed in 
the vicinity. 


In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead.
